ARTICLE 31 (WAIVER OF IMMUNITY).

IMMUNITIES SPECIFIED IN ARTICLES 28, 29, 30, 32, 33, 

34 AND IN PARAGRAPHS IB AND 2 OF ARTICLE 35. UNQUOTE.

PARA 3. QUOTE: MEMBERS OF THE SERVICE STAFF OF THE 
MISSION WHO ARE NOT NATIONALS OF OR PERMANENTLY 
RESIDENT IN THE HOST STATE ENJOY IMMUNITY IN RESPECT 
OF ACTS PERFORMED IN THE COURSE OF THEIR DUTIES, 

EXEMPTION FROM DUES AND TAXES ON THE EMOLUMENTS THEY 
RECEIVE BY REASON OF THEIR EMPLOYMENT AND THE 
EXEMPTION PROVIDED FOR IN ARTICLE 32. 

PARA 4. PRIVATE STAFF OF MEMBERS OF THE MISSION 
SHALL, IF THEY ARE NOT NATIONALS OF OR PERMANENTLY 
RESIDENT IN THE RECEIVING STATE, BE EXEMPT FROM DUES 
AND TAXES ON THE EMOLUMENTS THEY RECEIVE BY REASON

THEY PRACTISE A PROFESSIONAL OR COMMERCIAL ACTIVITY 
FOR PERSONAL PROFIT, MEMBERS OF THE ADMINISTRATIVE 
AND TECHNICAL STAFF, AND PERSONS FORMING PART OF THE 
HOUSEHOLD OF A MEMBER OF THE MISSION SHALL NOT ENIOY 
ANY PRIVILEGES OR IMMUNITY IN RESPECT OF ACTS PER- 
FORMED IN THE COURSE OF OR IN CONNEXION WITH THE 
PRACTICE OF SUCH ACTIVITY. UNQUOTE.
